Every chair..fcench, table, alrduct, 
and wlndowsill was occupied last 
night when Dr. Robert (The Great) 
Morton gave a lecture and demon- 
staratlon on hypnotism and hypno- 
therapy under the auspices of the 
Psychology Club. People were 
piled three deep against the walls 
Inside and outside the'union Ball- 
room in order to secure a glimpse 
of the famous entertainer. An esti- 
mated 800 students were present. 
' Dr. Morton began his "lecturette" 
by explaining that he possesses no 
supernatural powers end cannct in- 
voke evil spirits. "The human mind 
can be likened to a wagon and a 
workhorse — the driver of the 
wagon is the conscious mind and 
the subconscious la the workhorse. 
The driver may be replaced, but 
the horse remains to pull the load." 
This according to Dr. Morton -Is 
thé principle of hypnosis. "The 
Aborigines of Australia appear to 
be the first people to have made 
use of this art; they "willed" their 
victims to death.

A different form ot hypnotism is 
Mesmerism, practiced in Paris and 
Vienna by M. Mesmer. This man 
cured many forms of functional 
nervous disorders (such as stutter- 
ing) by hypnotherapy. "A form of 
hypnotherapy very popular at pres- 
ent in California Is d:et control. A 
hypnotist can make a person stick 
to their diet by hypnotizing them; 
telling them to atop eating sweets, 
and awakening them with the In- 
structions still Imprinted on their 
subconscious mind."

Then Dr. Morton asked for ten 
or twelve volunteers. Twenty avid' 
propsctlve subjects barged their 
way td the creaklngly makeshift 
platform and offered their services. 
These people were asked to stand 
up in single file while Dr. Morton 
selected those which he considered 
would make good subjects. The 
number was finally whittled down 
to nine "who turned In a superb 
performance." Dr. Morton ably 



caught one of his subject whom he 
had convinced would fall backward 
Into his arms. Another strange 
sight was that of a young, gentle- 
men seated In a corner and cheer- 
fully rotating his arms.. 

The subjects next found them- 
selves on a fishing trip, rowing 
clumsy row boats, baiting honks 
with slimy green frogs, and catch- 
ing hoppers, They were then re- 
quested ■ to smll prettily for Une 
photographer, who In this case hap- 
pened to be Peter Hall. 

Immediately after the fishing trip, 
a severe heat wave enveloped the 
nine victims whey much to the 
amusement of the audience, began 
removing certain articles of cloth- 
ing. Suddenly the mood changed 
and the subjects were witnessing a 
very sad movie. They very obli- 
gingly provided tears in large quan- 
tities.

Racial Question 
Subject of 
Hiîlel Debate 

"Resolved that racial discrimina- 
tion can be most effectively corn- 
batted by means of legislation." 
was the topic of a debate at Hillel 
yesterday. Defending the resolution 
were Yolne Goldstçln ,and Helen 
LIberman; opposing' it was Rowan 
Joseph and Connie Blatt 
, The affirmative differentiated be- 
tween discrimination .and prejudice, 
stating that prejudice can only -be 
overcome by education, but dis- 
crimination, which is applied pre- 
judice, can b« combated by legisla- 
tion: The speaker proved his point 
by showing that anti-discrimina- 
tion law*, pertaining to jobs, were 
succcss(ully carried out in eleven 
of the states in the U.S.A. 

The negative stated that préju- 
dice is attitude; attitude cannot be 
changed by* law; and further that 
antl-dlicrlralnatlon laws would only 
intensify group hatred. They felt 
that if the question of racial pre 
judlce were left alone, public opin- 
ion would soon do away with racial 
discrimination. 

Since this debate was conducted 
as a forum, no decision was an- 
nounced. The debate was followed 
by a speech by Claude-Armand 
Shcppard— "Discrimination against 
minorities'* — and a discussion 
period.

Dear Sir, 

I am sorry to see that my article on the 
Korean prisoner^ question has been misunder- 
itood by Mr. Quastel. I have never believed 
■that prisoners should be sent back to what 
I myself called "An Opportunistic Dictator- 
ship Where Justice Is Considered Capitalistic 
Nonsense." Yet, when we refuse to return 
the prisoners who do not want to go back,, it 
is a matter of life and death that we should 
grasp all tjic implications of our attitude. 
Neither do 1 believe that the U.S. want a war. 
But I believe that, while China has every- 
thing to lose in continuing the war, both. the 
Russians and the Americans do not feel them- 
selves yet ready to accept anything that may 
resemble the slightest surrender of prestige. 
Indeed, I believe that if any country has any- 
thing to gain by prolonging the Korean war, 
it is RUSSIA. 

;? Neither have I claimed that everything 
that the State Department says is necessarily

propaganda. What, however, I am trying to 
do in 'FROM THE IVORY TOWER,' is to 
present problems as I see them, and with as 
much impartiality as I am able to achieve. 
Five years under Nazi propaganda, and as 
many under direct Communist fire, have 
convinced me that democracy can never sur- 
vive unless it dares look at its weaknesses, 
unless it has the courage to admit its mis- 
takes. 

, 1 sincerely believe that the only " way to 
defeat dictatorship — whether bolshevik or 
nazi — is an open democracy, willing to be 
scrutinized, ready to face criticism. The 
realization that, not everything on our side is 
right, is often an unpleasant one, and there 
was a time when I too was'ready to throw a 
stone at anyone who had the impudence to 
claim that my side had weak spots. I have 
learned better. And most of all, I have learn- 
ed that by the ability of.sclf-criticism, democ- 
racy is denying the communists their most 
effective weapon, which, incidentally, is one 
of the oldest, concepts of democracy.

Dear Sir, 

There is. a very common myth that com- 
,;munists have a peculiar power of oration and 
persuasion that enables them to convince and 
convert all with whom they come in contact. 
Let a communist speak— they say— and his 
audience will turn red hot. ^ 

The myth was disproved last Tuesday night 
"at SCOPE'S political rally. 

Mr. Salsbcrg who represented the Labour 
Progressive Party admitted first that (a) hit 
party would like to sec Canada join the Com- 
munist block of nations, (b) that his party 
i* unquestionably communist. In rcsponsc.to 
a question from the floor, he failed to give 
any explanation or justification for the Slan- 
ski purges in Czechoslovakia. He refused to 
apeak on any of the issues discussed by the 
other party speaker.-:, saying that these issues 
were not fundamental but refused to state 
specifically what the fundamental issues 
were. Mr. MacDonald of the C.C.F. de- 
livered the crushing blow to the L.P.P. when 
he accused him of "prostituting" the word 
Socialist by using it in reference to Russia and 
her satellites. 

Mr. Salsbcrg made one slip of the tongue 
which showed his real point of view. He was 
calling for a coalition of labour and agricul- 
ture to form a party (in which the C.C.F. 
and L.P.P. would both play a part)' around 




his undefined "Real" interests of the Cana- 
dian people. He says that this partv would 
include "Workers and Educated"— then he 
checked himself to "workers and middle class" 
and went quickly on with his talk" I believe 
that the distinction between "workers and 
educated" was significant. In spite of his 
talk ahout labour and the. farmer he appar- 
ently had no faith in their ability to think 
for themselves or to understand their own 
interests. As Mr. 'MacDonald pointed out in 
another connection— the sole purpose 
Communist parties is to gain powi 
stay in power. 

In short Mr. Salsb'erg convinced no one, 
Or rather he convinced even-one that the real 
aim o/ the L.P.P. is not the welfare of the 
Canadian people, and that the Lihcral, P.C. 
and C.C.F. parties arc trying to serve the in-, 
tcftsta of Canada and that in their roles of 
government and opposition they arc doing a 
reasonably good job. 

, Last Tuesday's rally showed how informed 
men can demonstrate the fallacies'* of com- 
munism, that the best way to fight it is to 
understand it in a processif free discussion.

e Festival Is a strictly colle- 
giate affair and Is organised on 
the simplest basis possible. One of 
the member universities plays host 
and Is In charge of procuring a 
suitable atage, handling .the pub- 
licity of the festival, and provid- 
ing lodgings for the different casts, 
.Thç entries are reduced to one- 
act plays, mainly because of the 
lesser difficulties they present to 
produce. Furthermore, no special 
setting is used, backdrops and 
Impie furniture make up the set. 
Props and lights are kept to a 
minimum. In this way air compet- 
ing plays have an even chance. 
TRANSPORTATION 
Also there is the problem of 
transportation. A cast for a one-act 
play Is seldom over eight persons 
(the maximum the Festival allows) 
and the stage crew need not be 
over three people. In all this would 
mean the transportation of eleven 
people. The transportation Is paid 
by the competing universities. It 
Is, unlets there are any special cot 
tames' and props, the' only expense 
the participants of the festival have 
to pay. This of course does not In 
elude the entry fee, which Is not 
high. 

Thus, It should be possible for 
every University within a certain 
geographic limit to participate in 
the festival. The limits imposed by 
e restrictions in scenery do not

lence of the presentations, more 
so, they demand a greater effort 
and imagination from the actors 
and directors.

Boston University News (Exchange) 
• A "spherical shell camera" cap- 
able of taking photographs of an 
area 300 miles square at 30,000 feet 
has "been developed recently by the 
University's physical research lab 
oratories in cooperation with the 

The core of the camera is a ball- 
" ihaped' lens, which rotates at high 
speed. Around this sphere the cam- 
era • "shutter" in the shape of a 
! "larger, hollow sphere, revolves at 
a slightly different speed. Every 45 
revolutions, slits In both spheres 
coincide to allow light to pass 
through, producing much the same 

• efTect as when an ordinary camera 
Is snapped. 

In the spherical camera, however, 
the complicated design gives a 
wide, 120-degrec range (wider than 
the human eye can encompass). 

The name "spherical shell" Is 
taken from the shape of the cam 

• era's glass negative. This negative, 
unlike Ordinary negatives which 
are flat, flexible cellulose, Is a glass 
shell, looking much like a halt of 
a -hollow glass ball. The inside of 
the shell is coated with a photo 
graphic emulsion. From -this nega 
Uve the picture Is printed with the" 
aid of a special projection' lens also 
developed at the University labora- 
tories. ' 

Successful Air Force tests ahow 
that the photos, can be shot at an 
altitude of 30,000 feet to cover an 
area of approximately 300 square 
miles, compared to .70 square miles 
for a standard mapping camera of 
the same type. 

The need for such a camera has 

long been stressed in aerial photo.

if Ai the' present time • there are 
100,000 Amateur Stations through- 
out the world with which the Club 
members can exchange messages 
About 5,000 of these 'licenced oper- 
ators are in Canada. 

The Radio Club is of special In- 
terest to students who are far from 
home. At the committee's Christ 
mas Dinner, last year, the Hart 
House Station was used to relay 
messages home for University stu 
dents from other countries who are 
attending the University of Toronto. 

The Club recently tried, with 
little success, to play, by ; radio, 
chess game, with Rutgers Univer- 
sity In the United States. Not dis 
couraged by this failure, the Clun 
feels that a match scheduled with 
Queen's University should turn oti> 
better after the previous expert 
en ce.. * 

Language is no barrier to the 
operators. Most of them speak Eng- 
lish, but the club members can 
exchange messages even with ama- 
teurs who speak only Swedish, 
Portuguese or Hindustani. 

A system of three lette'r code 
groups has been ' developed over 
the years by which an operator can 
exchange information with other 
operators in spite of the difference 
in language. For example, a Cana 
dlan would say QTH7 if he wanted 
to. know the location of -the con- 
tacted station. In answer the other 
operator would repeat QTH and 
then give his address. Sounds like 
something out of this world, doesn't 
It? 

A distant contact with placer 
such as Paris or Melbourne Is called 
a "DX". Often- the local operators 
have schedules with others In dif- 
ferent parts of the globe. These arc 
called "skeds." A number of fans 
get together .on a "net" pver the 
air every night at a specified time 
to pass messages or "traffic" (I 
wonder If they ever have traffic 
Jams?)/ Ontario's net covers all of 
Southern Ontario, and it meets 
every night on the 75 meter band. 
On this net the amateur operators 
can relay messages. In radio's early 
days operators could relay mes 
sages by other operators to most 
parts of the world. Now, however, 
there are only a few countries 
which permit the transfer of the 
message for a third party.
